The survey will ana- 
lyze operations of Juvenile 
Court, the Board of Children’s 
Guardians and other agencies. 

Half the cost of the study 
will be paid by the city, and the 
other half will be borne by the 
probation association, a non- 
profit. organization with head- 
quarters in New York, Judge 
McMullan explained. 

Hugh Reed, midwestern di- 
rector of the association, will 
head a team of specialists mak- 
ing the survey, which is to 
begin immediately and be com- 
pleted by February. Findings 
will be presented to the circuit 
judges meeting in general ses

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Why ‘Get Tough’ on Teachers? 

The opening of the school year brought a 
continuation of the out-of-classroom strike of 
New York's high scheol teachers which went on 
all of last year.

Parole Does Not Need to Fail 

The failures of probation and parole to which 
J. E. Milnes, agent in charge of the FBI office 
at St. Louis, has referred, have been all too evi- 
dent in the crime record of this city, as any 
citizen with a fairly good memory can attest. 
Yet the FBI agent would probably be among 
the first to testify that probation and parole 
supply indispensable methods to bridge the dan- 
gerous gap between imprisonment and liberty 
and try to fit the prisoner to become again a 
free member of society. 

The stories of the failures of probation and 
parole are those that become most widely known. 
Mr. Milnes for instance points out the shocking 
fact that in the backgrounds of the 11 defend- 
arits in the Brink’s robbery case there are 20 
paroles, 17 probations and one pardon. The suc- 
cess stories are for the most buried quietly in 
the normal lives of reclaimed citizens. 

Parole and probation are good methods, The 
failures are not to be blamed on the methods 
themselves, but on those who perform the meth- 
ods negligently, insufficiently, or unskillfully. 
Missouri, to come directly home, pays too little 
attention to the quality of its state parole board. 
The board itself has too little assistance in 
trained psychiatry, psychology and social work. 
There are too few parole officers in Missouri, 
and their average quality could be improved. 

Parole and probation will work and work well. 
They will work better in Missouri whenever we 
give them the attention and the money to make 
them do so. 
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_ Time to Wonder About It 

A new wristwatch, says the manufacturer, will 
“tell what time it is anywhere in the U.S... . 
at 2 glance.” The watch face contains a rotating 
national map divided cleanly into four time 
zones, which point at the proper hour for each 
zone. Thus it is possible for the wearer to solve 
some of the riddles of travel in these United 
States, but not all of them. 

Suppose, for example, that it is noon in Han- 
cock, Mich, What time is it in Detroit, some 400 
miles to the southeast and lineally about 225 
miles farther east? The answer: noon. Yet in 
Marquette, Mich,, only 75 miles from Hancock, 
it is 11 a.m. 

When it is noon in Corbin, Ky.,.it is an hour 
earlier at Hazard, Ky., 60 miles away. Corbin is 
west of Hazard but is on Eastern time, and 
Hazard is east of Corbin but it. is on Central 
time. ‘ 

A man traveling from Syracuse; Kan., only 29 
miles due south to dobaser, wotkd have to set 
his watch ahead, one hour, hecaus@’Syracuse is 
on Mountain time and Johnson is on Central 
time. (We will not even discuss Daylight time.) 

Foreign countries do not escape time riddles, 
either. The upper half of Mexico’s Baja Califor- 
nia is on Pacific time while the lower half is 
on Mountain time and both are actually on the 
Pacific. | 

Time zone demarcations seem too quixotic for 
a little watch face. They follow state boundaries, 
rivers, mountains, city limits and the vagaries of 
local politics, as if bent on proving that Albert 
Einstein was right. Time is relative, and a watch 
which was that relative would not keep time.

Lose Passengers 


Transportation expert urges Government and railroads to co- 
operate in more realistic accounting of passenger revenue; pres- 
ent formula actually promotes ‘deficits’; also advises railroads to 
look to urban commuter service, compete with automobile.

Good advice for the railroads, the 
rail unions and the Government is con- 
tained in a report on the costs of railway 
passenger service recently published by 
Stanley Berge, professor of transpor- 
tation at Northwestern University. The 
railroads’ passenger business has been 
ailing for a long time, but Mr. Berge 
demonstrates that the ailment is by no 
means incurable. 


One of the handicaps of the railroads 
is the accounting procedure which they 
are required by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to use in apportion- 
ing operating expenses between freight 
and passenger serv- : 
ices. Under _ this 
formula, the “defi- 
cit” in the passen- 
ger service of all 
Class I railroads 
was reported as 48 
billion dollars for 
the eight years 
— 1947 through 


Mr. Berge argues 
that it would be far 
more realistic to 
measure the profit- 
ability of passenger 
service by comput- 
ing the amount that 
passenger revenues exceed the expend- 
itures that could be avoided if passen- 
ger service were abandoned. 


With such an accounting system, 
some’ roads could show substantial 
profits, instead of deficits. The present 
system, Mr. Berge believes, leads to 
false conclusions and unsound negative 
policies, particularly the tendency to 
destroy or limit passenger service in the 
intermediate distance travel zone where 
the railroad train is least vulnerable 
to air and highway competition. 


Some of the railroads already recog- 
nize that they have gone too far in this 
direction and have started developing 
radically different types of lightweight, 
high speed ‘trains for passenger service. 


Further progress will require the co- 
operation of the railway brotherhoods 
and the state legislatures. Some labor 
contracts demand three days’ pay for 
less than six hours of work. Some 
state laws require a crew of four or 
five men on a two-car self-propelled 
diesel train. 


Mr. Berge contends that shorter, more 
frequent, fast, modern trains would 
mean more jobs for labor, more profits 
for railroad investors, and better service 
for the public. 


One section of the report notes that 
revenue from commuter service to rap- 
idly growing suburbs of large cities is 
becoming increasingly important to the 
railroads as the revenue from long dis- 
tance runs declines. Until recently, 
fares on commuter lines have been held 
down, often unreasonably, by regulatory 
bodies. Now that fares are increasing, 
Mr. Berge believes, the railroads ought 
to pay more attention to this part of 
their service. 


“In too many instances,” he says, 
“railroad suburban service in its present 
form is a poor substitute for the speed 
and accommodation of the private 
automobile. Yet it need not be. Fast, 
frequent, punctual service in clean, 
comfortable trains coupled with con- 
venient parking areas and good bus 
connections could give the automobile 
stiff competition.” . 


Mr. Berge concedes that better equip- 
ment and service will require large 
new capital outlays and thinks the 
money could be obtained through fur- 
ther fare increases.- The limit on 
commuter fares is what a passenger is 
willing to pay instead of. driving his 
own Car. 

Commuter fares are still far below 
the combined costs of operating and 
parking an automobile in downtown 
Chicago. While commuters are always 
vociferously against any fare increase, 
it may be possible to convince them 
that better service is worth what it 
costs. 


Why ‘Fair Trade’ Will Not Work 


An Editorial in The Wall Street Journal 


No one should be surprised at the 
news that Westinghouse sales of small 
electrical appliances have shot up since 
the company stopped “fair trading” 
them a year ago. That is what any 
sensible person would expect. 


For the fact that has became glaringly 
ap at “fa rade” laws, 
wed eb manbfarturer set the retail 
price of his products, do no work. 

Buyers demand competitive prices 
and retailers, whether discount houses 
or otherwise,-haye to provide them. 

Both the mafufacturer and the re- 
tailer who try to hold to “fair trade” 
prices are bound to lose business unless 
compensating 
inducements. 

S. J. Stephenson of Westinghouse 
explained it this way: ‘No line is so 
well protected or policed that any con- 
sumer who really shops around cannot 
buy all products of that line at less 


than ‘fair trade’ prices.” Any shopper 
can testify to that. The laws are not only 
unworkable; they are unworkable for a 
reason, and that is that they are wrong 
in principle. 


The manufacturer has to set the price 
at which he will sell to the dealer, but 
there is no earthly excuse for prevent- 
ing the dealer from reselling at what- 
ever pricé he wants. 


Still less is there any justification 
for denying the comsumer the right to 
shop around for the best price. 

It is fortunate that the “fair trade” 
laws are unenforceable; if they were 
enforceable the result would be eco- 
nomic stultification. 


The surprising thing is not that a 
company’s sales go up when it ditches 
“fair trade” or that these laws are 
crumbling in a number of states. It is 
that anybody ever thought they made 
economic or moral sense.at all.

Benevolent But Naive 


ENERGY AND SOCIETY, by Fred Cottrell. 

Graw-Hill, 339 pes.. $6.) 

Prof. Cottrell undertakes to show 
the significance of different forms of 
energy for economic and social prog- 
ress. It has been widely assumed—es- 
pecially since the discovery of atomic 
energy—that, through the extension of 
modern technology, standards of liv- 
ing throughout the world might eventu- 
ally be raised to a level comperable to 
that now prevailing In the United 
States. The author thinks that such an 
assumption is almost as naive as it is 
benevolent. 

The efficient use of high-energy con- 
verters like steam and diesel engines, 
and electric motors, he contends, is de- 
pendent on such social factors as ratio 
of population to fertile soil, type of 
family organization, customs and ide- 
ologies. 

To be sure, in heavily populated 
areas, machines have a distinct advan- 
tage over draft animals since the for- 
mer, feeding on coal, oil and falling 
water, do not compete with man for a 
limited supply of food. Nevertheless, 
in regions where population is large 
in proportion to cultivatable land, the 
problem of what to do with workers 
displaced by high energy converters 
must be solved.

Moreover, although more food per 
worker can be produced by mechanized 
farming, more per acre can often be 
raised by the intensive hand methods 
practiced in Japan and other Asiatic 
countries. And in heavily populated 
areas the quantity of food per acre is 
the important thing: the number of 
workers can be increased with ease, 
the number of acres only with great 
difficulty if at all. 

The author contends that in many 
places where an abundance of natural 
resources permits the introduction of 
high-energy converters, the types of 
social organization present formidable 
obstacles. The extensive and intensive 
co-ordination required by high-energy 
technology exceeds the capacity of kin- 
ship and community groups to serve 
as production units. Consequently the 
moral and social costs of altering a tra- 
ditional social organization to fit the 
requirements of a new technology are 
often great and must be set off against 
any material advantages to be gained 
from the latter.

The author thinks that social changes 
incident to the introduction of high- 
energy technology are significant for 
the future of the Communist state. For, 
the intensive and impersonal organiza- 
tion required by modern production is 
certainly incompatible with the idea 
of a Marxian utopia in which “the 
state will wither away.” 

The theory presented in this book is 
unique and provocative. It gets at the 
heart of many fundamental problems 
basie to the spread and direction of 
modern civilization. It should conse- 
quently be of great interest to the 
general reader as well as to students of 
social dynamics and of world politics.

THEN SOMEBODY, Dr. John Dewey, pointed out that 
as children differed from one another in ability, in en- 
vironment and experience, maybe it would be a good 
idea to recognize those differences and modify the cur- 
riculum accordingly. Maybe it would help matters if chil- 
dren were accepted as intelligent human beings, he said, 
and were given a chance to prove. it once in a while. 

Some people took this as intending no control at all 
by the parents or teachers. It meant nothing of the sort. 
It did mean that the differences in children must be 
recognized and their education modified accordingly. It 
did mean that less dictatorial methods in the classroom 
might well give way to a more liberal attitude which 
would encourage children to use their minds more and 
lean less on the minds of others.

THE EXTREMISTS on both sides are coming to 
realize that the middle of the road, as usual, is best. Chil- 
dren are still held to learning,‘judged by a certain stand- 
ard; they still are taught to read and write. In the 
bargain, they are given a chance to work in groups, to 
talk over their work together, to consult reference books 
and maps, to get out of their chairs to do so, to behave 
in school as they would behave in any other social insti- 
tution.

You may say Mr. Dale’s play 
was elementary and automatic.

If he holds something like 
Q 9 8 2, he will lead the deuce, 
which is the proper lead. But 
from a worthless holding like 
8 5 3 2, he is inclined to lead 
the eight, which is sup 
to indicate that he doesn’t want 
the suit returned. 

Of course he is all wrong. 
Partner doesn’t need any help 
in deciding whether to return 
his suit. It is much more im- 
portant for him to know how 
many cards you have in his 
suit. So lead the lowest card 
from any worthless four-card 
holding in partner’s bid suit— 
even the deuce from 5 4 3 2.

If a child complains that he 
cannot see well, is dizzy, nau- 
seous, or has headaches follow- 
ing close eye work, has blurred 
or double vision .. . 

That child may need glasses 


or his glasses may not fit prop-. 


erly. He should have his eyes 
examined by a competent spe- 
Sot in that field without de- 
ay.
